Mr. Parker said he was satisfied with 
the 1$-cent rate from Atlanta to Sa- 
vannah and had shipped nails to Sa- 
vannah upon it. it is the 23-cent rate 
from Savannah that is unjust and which 
gives other points, even in Georgia, an 
ecvantege over the Atianta jobbers. 

“Do you back up Mr. Wimbish in his 
statemient that if this reduction could 
be shown to damage or destroy the At- 
lanta Steel Company he would with- 
draw this petition?” asked Mr. Payne. 

“Yes, I back him up in everything he 
said,’ Mr. Parker repiled.

GOVERNMENT MUST ACT

General Strike Is 

‘ Only Few Hours—tThere Are 
Fears in Some Quarters That 
a Whirlwind Will Be Un- 
chained—The Royalists Are 
Active. 


Paris, May 6.—The fantfous 
that is, the Posts, Telegraph and Teie- 
phones Employees’ Association, today 
threw down the gage of hattle to the 
government by transforming itself into 
a syndicate, or union, under the iaw of 
1884, thus placing the association on the 
Same footing with workmen’s unions, 
with the right to strike against the 
étate employer, as the workmen have 
the privilege of doing against private 
employers, 

Nothing Short of Open Revolt. 

This deflance, which is nothing short 
of open revolt, came as a sudden and 
sensational sequel of Premier Clemen- 
ceau’s failure this afternoon to re- 
ceive a deputation of postal emplo;ees, 
who called to present demands for the 
redemption of promises» “which they 
Claim the government made when the 
recent strike was declared off. The pre- 
mier was ill and confined to his room, 
but the delegation pretended to believe 
that his indisposition was simulated. 
Their failure to be received, however, 
served as a pretext for epringing the 
eurprise they had secretly prepared;-and 
within an howr the transformation of 
the association into a national syndicate 
was announced, and the statutes of the 
organization officially filed in the city 
hall. 

It was what the (French Gall a coup 
de theater, but if it proves succ ul, 
it would be more like a coup d’etat, as 
its purpose is to make the employees 
the masters, and not the servants of 
the state. The statutes of the organiza- 
tion follow strictly In form to those of 
the workmen’s organization. 

Te Defend Economic Interests. 

They declare the purpose tv defend 
economic interests and give moral and 
material support to members having 
differences with the administration, and, 
further, to seek the passage of economic 
and social laws in the interest of the 
organization. A committee is created, 
following the lines of trades unions, to 
act as intermediary in such differences, 
and members are.forbidden, under pen- 
alty of losing their membership, to pre- 
sent issues which may arise, personally, 
to the administration. 

The most serious aspect of the situa- 
tion is the fact that the leaders in this 
movement are undoubtedly hand-in-glove 
with the moving spirits of the General 
Federation of Labor, which is now unf- 
versally recognized as a revolutionary 
organization, and ‘which has for a 
long time been preparing for a general 
strike to destroy ‘‘capitalism.’”’ The sup- 
pression of this organization has _ fre- 
quently been contemplated by the 
French government. 

General Strike Certain. 

Fortunately, a considerable proportion 
of the postal employees have Jad their 
eyes opened to the revolutionary ven- 
ture on which the militants propose to 
embark, and have broken away. There 
are loyal servants enough to form a 
working nucleus to fight a general 
strike, which tonight is considered a 
matter of hours. The government, which 
claims to be prepared for any eventual- 
ity, it is conceded, must now act Vig- 
orously or abdicate, and the leaders of 
the movement apparently have no option 
but to declare a strike the minute the 
government makes a hostile turn. The 
entire country jie tremendously excited 
by the violent agitation of all sorts, to 
which it’ has been subjected for months, 
and real fears are entertained that a 
whirlwind will be unchained. There 
are even intimations in some quarters 
that the royalists and other reactionaries 
are furnishing funds to stir up a revolu- 
tion, in the hope of eventually imposing 
a new regime. No level-headed  ob- 
server, however, seriously thinks the re- 
public is in danger. 


Cure for Cancer. 


New Orleans, May 6.—Discovery of a 
cure for cancer, is but a question oF 
time, according to a paper read before 
the Louisiana State Medical Society by 
aes Gustav Mann, of Tulane university. 

Dr. Mann said that vegetables and mice 
have been rendered immune by the use 
of common anti-pyretic, or medicines 
for fever. “So far I hawe been success- 
ful,” said Dr. Mann, “in slowing-in veg- 
etable celis the growth of cancerous 
tissue. At present I am working along 
similar lines with different cell deriva- 
tions, and I hope to find ‘compounds 
which wil also check the growth of 
cancen in animals.” -

Flushing, N. Y., May 6.—The defense) 
had rested its case and the prosecution ' 
was well along in examining witnesses, 
in rebuttal when court adjourned to- 
day in the Hains trial. The rebuttal 
witnesses for the state were princi- 
pally army officers, who had been sta- 
tioned at Fort Hamilton and Fort 
Hancock during June, July and Au- 
gust, 1908, and had met and talked 
with Captain Hains at that time. 

Their testimony tended to contro- 
vert that of the army witnesses for 
the defense in that they all said Cap- 
tain Hains spoke and acted rationally 
a short time before the shooting on 
August 15, last, when the defense con- 
tends he was suffering from ‘maniac 
depressive insanity.” 

The weight of the army officers’ 
testimony as to the rationality was 
partly counterbalanced by their admis- 
sions under cross-examination, that 
Captain Hains had acted in a nervous 
and excited manner and looked. pale 
and worried. 

Created Stir in Court. 

John F. McIntyre, chief counsel for 
the defense, created a stir in court 
by questioning the army officers as 
to what military authorization they 
had for appearing as witnesses against 
Captain Hains. He brought out the 
fact that Captain Henry W. Torney, 
of Fort Hancock, had an order signed 
by Colonel Heistand, adjutant general 
of the department of the east, direct- 
ing him to appear at the trial. 

Mr. McIntyre endeavored to show 
that other officers had received the 
Same orders from Colonel Heistand 
and asked Captain Torney if he did 
not know that ill-feeling existed be- 
oe the colonel and the Hains fam- 

y. 

Captain Torney was not permitted to 
answer, but it was evident that the de- 
fendant’s counsél wished to show that 
there was feeling against Captain 
Hains in certain army circles. 

All Sweore Haine Was Crary. 

Drs. L. Samuel Manson, Arthur 
Brush and Pierce Ciarke, the trio of 
alienists for the defense, were  dis- 
posed of at the morning session. They 
all testified that the defendant had suf- 
fered from “manic depressive insanity”’ 
since last May, and experienced a sud- 
den attack of “impulsive insanity,”’ 
which renderéd him irresponsible at the 
time he shot Annis. They declared Cap- 
tain Hains’ form of insanity was cura- 
ble, and that his condition had _ im- 
proved since last November. 

When court opened, District Attorney 
DeWitt resumed his cross-examination 
of Dr. Manson, who testified for the 
defense. 

What Sort' of Insanity? 

“When Captain Hains stood on the 
Yacht Club platform at Bayside, with 
folded arms looking out over the water 
and then grabbed tne boom of Annig’ 
boat and shot Annis to death, what kind 
of insanity was he suffering from at 
that time?’ asked Mr. DeWitt. 

“With impulsive insanity,”’ 
reply. 

“At what time did the impulse seize 
him?" asked the district attorney. 

“I can’t tell; no one can,” replied the 
witness. ‘It probably was when he first 
heard the name ‘Annis.’ "’

President Glenn declared his company 
was making no money at all; that it 
had not declared a dividend under his 
presidency.

That, he admitted, is a protective 
tariff. Prices at other points are made 
the same way, the Pittsburg price plus 
the frieght rate. Mr. Glenn said when 
he ahipped to other points the price had 
to be equalized so as to meet Pittsburg 
competition. .In other words, the At- 
lanta company takes off the difference 
in freight and thereby receives a less 
price for it. The Atlanta company 
thus has to sell its product in Chatta- 
nooga, sometimes at 8 cents and some- 
times at 18 cents per 100 pounds less 
than it does in Atlanta. The latter is 
the case when the rate is temporarily 
based on the Ironton, Ohio, rate, as at 
present. 

Since the company sells at ‘other 
points at a less price than in Atlanta, 
and selis 86 per cent of its product out- 
side of Atlanta, Mr. Wimbish endeavor- 
ed to show that the 10 cents reduction 
in the Savannah-Atlanta rate cauld 
not materially ~affect itt. Mr. Glenn 
contended that this reduction would se- 
riously damage the company and cause 
it to operate at a loss.

Calloway Writes Letter. 

Mr. Payne read a -letter from former

Mr. Winburn said the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company had recently sold two of 
its older ships, but proposed to re- 
place them by vessels of greater car- 
ry power. The Chattanovucnee, which 
‘Wags recently sold, had a carrying ca- 
pacity of only 1,650 tons. Now the 
company is preparing to build two 
new vessels of 5,00 tons capacity each. 

“We propose to fight the all-rail 
lines for the business at every possi- 
ble point,” Mr. Winburn said. 

Mr. Winburn said it would be very 
Candler that he had never made a 
rate which he did not consider com- 
pensatory.

The percentage of difference in these 
‘rates in the two directions is about 
as great as our profits. If all of these 
rates were changed on 1 
as is asked in the case of spectal iron, 
we would be forced to do businegs at 
a loss,” 

Mr. Green on the Stand. 

L. Green, freight traffic manager of 
the Southern, followed Mr. Winburn 
on the stahd. Mr. Green made a state- 
ment explaining the reasons for and 
the reasonableness of the present 
rates on special iron. 

If the rate on special iron from Sa- 
vVannah is reduced ten cents, it will 
certainly result in a similar reduction 
on the all-rail rate from Pittsburg to 
Atlanta to 35 -cents, Mr. Green said,-. 
making the Atlanta rate less than that 
from Pittsburg to Chattanooga. 

Mr. Green showed how lower rates 
to the ports, not only in Georgia, but 
in other states, had been made from 
practically all manufacturing points in 
order to encourage manufacturing en- 
terprises and enable them to com- 
pete with northern and eastern man- 
ufacturers.

PUBLICITY FOR PROTECTED INDUSRTIES. 


Why not a system of pubiicity in respect to the affairs of those indus- 
tries which are favored by a protective tariff, just as in the case of railroads 
and other quasi-public corporations which enjoy public franchises? 

A protective tariff gives to the favored industry the right to tax the 
public to the extent of the customs duty declared upon any particular 
product. 

Such a privilege is even more advantageous than the right of eminent 
domain, for which the railroad pays the price of government regulation. 

When a man invests his money in 4 railroad, the courts of the country say 
that if he is earning 6 per cent upon it, he is getting a fair return; and if 
he is earning more than that, it is taken as justification for reduction of the 
rates he is allowed to charge for rendering service to the public. 

Yet the government says, through the tariff bill, that a man may invest 
his money in this or that industria] enterprise, making what the people have 
to eat or wear, and that he may charge for his product anywhere from 1) 
to 100 per cent more than the price at which the consumer could purchase 
it from a manufacturer residing in another country. 

Here is a privilege which the people confer upon industries for which 


they get in return only a small part of the expense of running the govern- : 


ment, and the right to pay higher prices for what they eat and wear. 


It is a privilege beside which the right of eminent domain almost pales | 


into insignificance. 


It is, in effect, conferring upon favored industry the right to levy pub- | 


lic tax. 


And why should not favored industry give something in return for this 
immensely valuable advantage? 


Why should not the government require every protected industry to 


make report to it of its annual business, its gross income and its net profits? 


The public value of such a system of reports will be readily apparent 
Take, for instance, the manufacturers of woolen cloths, to whom the press: 
ment gives the right to tax the public to the extent of, approximately, 60 
per cent. 

Suppose the reports showed that with this amount of protection the 
woolen industry was gathering in a net profif of 40 per cent upon its annual 
output; wouldn't public opinion, regardless of politics, demand a reduction in 
the tariff duty sufficient to let the consumer enjoy at least a part of this 
tremendous profit? 

Such publicity would have the effect of holding congress to the declared 
national tariff policy, whatever that might be. ' 

That policy at present, accepting the national republican platform, is 2 
tariff which will equal the difference in the cost of production at home and 
abroad, together with a fair profit to the manufacturer. 

What is a fair profit? The courts have said, in the case of the railroad 
company, that 6 per cent comes within that category. Suppose it be con- 
sidered that the manufacturer is entitled to earn a little more than that. 
Whatever it is, let it be fixed, and then let the tariff be made to accord 
with it. 

Such publicity would result in holding congress close to the line of the 
declared national tariff policy, and it will not be questioned that the policy 
set out in the republican platform is a liberal one.

It is a principle which may be applied equally to a protective or a rev- 
enue tariff, for a revenue tariff itself is impossible without a certain amount 
of protection. | 

, Publicity for protected industries would go a long way toward the solu- 
tion of the tariff problem—a solution which is bound to be of ultimate and 
Mealculable benefit to the consumer.

Judge Brand Gives Four Years 
Each to W. R. Hunt and 
Alvin Evans for Testifying 
Falsely in Recent Murder 
Trial. 


| 
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FOR PERIURY 


Sensational Cases Heard 
in Walton Court. 


\ Monroe, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—One 
of the most sensational cases in the 
history of Walton county was brought 
un before Judge Charles H.. Brand at 
a special term of Walton superior court 
in this city Tuesday, when Will R. 
Hunt and Alvin Evans, two white 
men, charged with perjury in connec- 
tion with the O. M Thomoson murder 
case, pleaded guilty to the charge, and 
were given terms of four years each in 
the penitentiary. 
History of Case. 

On the 4th day of July of last year, 
J. H. Bowen, a prominent liveryman 
of Monroe, was shot and killed on the 
streets of the city by Olin M. Thomo- 
son, also a prominent business man. 
Thomoson was arrested and placed in 
jail. A special term of court was call- 
ed for the trial of his case, and some 
of the most prominent attorneys in this 
section were engaged on both sides. 

Thomoson made a plea of justifica- 

ion, and the state contended that it 
vas murder, many witnesses appearing 
‘or both the state and the prosecution. 
The jury in the case, after being out 
for a day and a half, declared a mis- 
trial. 

Thomoson attempted to get out on 
bond until the second trial, but this 
was refused. 

The Second Trial. 

The second trial of the case occurred 
.t a special term of Walton superior 
ourt last October, and, in the mean- 
time, three witnesses had appeared for 
defense in the persons of Will R. 
funt, Alvin Evans and Dink Towler, 

i white men. These men swore that 
hey were in Monroe on the day in 
huestion and witnessed the tragedy, as 
well as the causes leading up to it, and 
made tmportant witnesses for Thomo- 
son. 

The trial of the case consumed two 
or three days, and Thomoson was ac- 
quitted. 

During the trial, and shortly after- 
wards, there was a strong suspicion «* 
false swearing in the case, and it.- 
mediately after he assumed the reins 
of office, on January !, of this year, 
Solicitor Genera] Clifford Walker be- 
gan a thorough investigation of the 
matter. It did not take long for him 
to conclude that Evans, Hunt and Tow- 
ler had perjured themselves, it having 
been shown beyond a shadow of a 
doubt that some of them were not even 
in Monroe on the day of the killing, 
and that the testimony of all of them 
was manufactured. The arrest of the 
three men followed shortly after, and 
quite a sensation was created. 

Towler succeeded in giving bond, and 
Evans went to jail. The two men 
have been chafing under their confine- 
ment for some time, and anxious to 
get out and pay the penalty of their 
crimes. When first arrested they talk- 
ed freely of the case, and, it is said, 
made a ful! confession of the facts to 
Solicitor General Walker. 

It has been the impression for some 
time that at least two of those charged: 
with perjury were hired to do. their 
swearing, and this was stated by Evans 
and Hunt before Judge Brand passed 
sentence upon them yesterday. Hunt 
told Judge Brand that he _ received 
something for his perjury. This was, 
as far as the matter was gone into, the 
nature of the consideration promised 
the men, and the identity of the party 
or parties offering it not betng dis- 
closed.

A Pathetic Scene. 

Hunt and Evans having notified the 
solicitor general that they desired to 
make pleas of guilty and begin the 
serving of their sentences now, rather 
than wait till the next regular term of 
court, Judge Brand came to the city 
Tuesday morning for that purpose. 

Hunt, emaciated from long confine- 
ment, between sobs, told the court that 
he was guilty of the crime, and was 
ready for the punishment, at the same 
time begging the judge to be as lenient 
as possible. 

On one side of the condemned man 
sat his wife in tears, and on the other 
four small children prattled and played, 
unmindful of the tragedy that was be- 
ing enacted before them. 

Evans, who is a younger man, was 
not greatly moved, but made practically 
the same statement as Hunt, asking 
for mercy. His wife and two little 
children were in court with him. 

After a few preliminary remarks, 
Judge Brand then gave the men the 
minimum sentence under the law, four 
years in the penitentiary. 

Claim Outside Influence. 

The parting of Evans and Hunt from 
their families was affecting in the ex- 
treme, Both men are ignorant and il- 
literate and claimed they were per- 
suaded to do what they did. 

As serious as were the crimes of 
Evans and Hunt, Thomoson’s friends 
contend that he would have been ac- 
quitted without their testimony, and 
that thm statements of the perjurers had 
very Htle weight. 

Along about the time the cases ware 
creating such a sensation, there ndhteg, a 
effort to connect the names of Thomo- 
son's attorney and members of his firm 
with the affair, but this fell flat, and 
it can be stated on authority that the 
confessions of Hunt and Evans com- 
pletely exonerated them. 

That there was aguilty party or 
parties, however, can not be denied, 
and it is claimed that a man strongly 
susp cted of being implicated in ‘secur- 
ing some of the mén to swear falsely 
has left his home in an adjoining coun- 
ty for parts unknown. : 

The case of Towler will come up at 
the August term of court and at that 
time it is probable that the matter 
will be thoroughly opened up *~.

DISFRANCHISEMENT BILL 


Acted on Again by the Florida 
House of Representatives. 
Tallahassee, Fla., May 6.—Negro dis- 
franchisement. was again acted on by 
the house today when that body indefi- 
nitely postponed action on the Smith 
suffrage bill, which contains a clause 
identical with the so-called Mississippi 
grandfather clause.

JOINT DEBATE © CABAL IS SLATED BIG BATTLESHIP 


Congressman WViurphy Notifes 
the House That He Will Pre- 
fer Formal Charges of Im- 
peachment Against Judges 
for Conduct in Rate Case. 


Washington, May 6.—At the conclusion 
of a lengthy statement in the house 
today regarding his resolution of. in- 
quiry into the official conduct of Fed- 
eral Judges McPherson and Phillips, 
of the western district of Missouri. 
Representative Murphy, of that state. 
announced that he would present for- 
mal charges of impeachment. 

Mr. Murphy brought the matter as a 
question of persona! privilege. The 
resolution involves the conduct of the 
judges in relation to the 2-cent passen- 
ger fare litigation and the maximum 
freight law of Missourt. 

Mr. Murphy had read some newspaper 
dispatches to the effect that Frank 
Hagerman, attorney for efghteen ralil- 
roads, had telegraphed the attorney 
general of the United States alleging 
that the charges in the Murphy resolu- 
tion were “an outrageous tissue of mis- 
representation by one who has no 
knowledge of the facts.” He said he 
had confirmed the fact that such a 
telegram had been received by Attore 
ney General Wickersham. 

Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, a member 
of the judiciary committe, objected. 
saying that the argument was not one 
of personal privilege. 

Speaker Cannon ruled that Mr. Mur- 
phy was within his rights, and could 
continue, but he had not proceeded far 
when Mr. Henry. of Texas, another 
member of the judiciary commiteee, 
stopped him with an inquiry as to 
whether he did not intend to formally 
bring in charges of impeachment. 

The Missour! member, however. did 
not give a direct answer, but continued } 
his recital of the charges contained in 
his resolution. He called on Mr. 
Rucker, his colleague, to substantiate 
what he was saying. 

Mr. Rucker did so and @eclared that 
Judge Phillips should have been im- 
peached twenty years ago. 

Continuing, Mr. Murphy denied that 
the state of Missouri had been accorded 
every courtesy in the rate cases, as 
was stated in Mr. Hagerman’s telegram. 
The state, he declared, had no Knowl- 
edge or notice whatever of the first 
injunction in those cases. 

The house then adjourned and imme- 
diately thereafter Mr. Murphy notified 
the members of the judictary commit- 
tee that he would at once formulate 
formal charges of impeachment against 


the two judges.

course, in public debate, but In private 
conversation. that there are but few 
people comparatively who were ‘inter- 
ested in a reduction of duties. I know 
that the voices of those who are clamor- 
ing for an increase of custom house 
taxation are more distinctiy heard in 
the corridors and committee rooms; 
there will come a time/presently when 
the clamor of the millions who want 
relief will sound like the roar of a 
thousand Niagaras from one ocean to 
the other. I have heard it said many 
‘timés that those people who were in- 
sisting on tariff revision were not/ fa- 
millar with the subject, and had no 
opportunity to know whether duties 
were too high or too low. This dis- 
trust or skepticism of the judgment of 


Of course 
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the common man is a fundamental mis- 
take often made, and always atoned 
for in sackcloth and ashes. The peo- 
ple, it is true, have not the advantage 
of hearing the specific statements of 
the army of interested beneficiaries and 
witnesses who have filled the capitol 
during these months in which the sub- 
ject has been under consideration.” 

The people, he said, have seen the 
forces of competition gradually weaken 
in the larger fields of industry through 
concentration, combinations, agree- 
ments and “all the ,other modern 
mechanism which an ingenious age has 
discovered. ” Continuing, he said: 

“They have seen competition shut out 
of some of these fields by the tnterven- 
tion of excessive import duties. They 
have felt the injustice of the discrimi- 
nations which the vast power of our 
transportation systems can inflict. They 
know that these things were wrong; 
and after bearing the burden until it 
became intolerable, they began to move 
with irresistible strength along the 
pathway of reform. They have made 
some progress toward the regulation of 
transportation and the repression of 
corporate evils. The last administra- 
tion will be remembered, so long as 
the history of our country Is preserved, 
for its victories in the struggle for 
rate regulation and for corporate fair 
dealing. 


Work Has Just Begun. 


“The work has just.begun, and I sin- 
cerely hope that the present adminis- 
tration will be no less distinguished 
than the last one for its energy in 
dealing with these perplexing problems. 
One part, however, of the program was 
assigned, by common gensent, to this 
admiigistration, \and its conspicuous 
leader assumed, without hesitation, the 
task of tariff revision. The people 
know what they want with respect to 
revision, just as well as they knew 
what they wanted with respect to rail- 


| ways and to industrial combinations; 


and their intelligent, educated, patri- 
otic instinct {s just as certain with re- 
spect to the tariff as it was with re- 
spect to- transportation or monopolies.

schedules, we but postpone the justice 
due to the people, a justice which, 
thanks to the genius of ur _institu- 
tions, they have the power to enforce.

He had not abandoned one jot or 
title of. his faith In the doctrine of 
protection, but he “could not discern 
the true spirit of this beneficent poH- 
cy” in many of the discussions he had 
heard by republican senators. 


He Is Somewhat Bewildered. 

“T am somewhat bewildered,” he said, 
‘when I hear it gravely announced that 
protection required a duty on every- 
thing that ‘can, by any possibility and 
in quantity however limited, be pro- 
duced in the United States, that will 
enable the home producer to carry on 
his business without risk or hazard; 
just as I am bewi'dered when I hear 
tne other side of the 
chamber declare that a duty upon a 
competitive produce high eough to 
practically exclude importations, is a 
duty for revenue only.” 

Passing to a consideration of the 
lumber schedule he said it made little 
difference whether there was a duty 
or not, so far as the preservation of 
the forests were concerned. With re- 
spect to the cost of production in the 
greater part of the United States, at 
least, he said, the American had the ad- 
vantage of the Canadian, and a duty 
was only necessary to equalize a dis- 
parity in rates of transportation. Of 
the iron and steel industry, he said: 

‘Wértunately, we have a safer guide 
with respect to this business than we 


have in many other industries that we 


are required to investigate. We have 
one corporation whose output is sub- 
stantially one-half of the whole. I 
am not one of those who believe that 
it is the office of the government to 
restrict the profits of capital investea 
in private business; nor am I one of 
those who believe if is the duty of the 
government to insure to capital any 
return whatsoever. 


6 Per Cent Per Annum Enough. 
‘ -; trust, therefore, that I will be

looked upon as conservative when I say 
that if the government interferes with 
foreign competition so as to permit 
such an enterprise as this to earn 6 
per cent per annum, it will have per- 
formed its full duty under the policy 
of protection. If it can make more, 
well and good; but it cannot ask the 
government to keep away a competitor 
so that it will make more. With this 
understanding, I have it in mind to in- 
quire into the capital of the United 
States Steel Corporation. I know 
something about it, and if it seems in 
the progress of the discussion desjra- 
ble, I will be able to supply the details 
of my information. 

“The company, when it began bust- 
ness on the first of April, 1901,. had 
property, which, upon the most liberal 
estimate, did not exceed in value $600,- 
000,000, although it. representeded a 
capitalization consisting of stocks and 
bonds aggregating in round numbers 
$1,400,000,000. This value has been in- 
creased since that time, but 4st has 
grown wholly from the extraordinary 
profits which it has. extorted from a 
defenseless people.” 

Referring to various consolidations 
of plants by the United States Steel 
Corporation, Mr. Cummins said if that 
corporation had been honestly capital- 
ized, the capital to be rewarded with 
a return from the profits of the busi- 
ness, would have been less then adalah 
000,000. 

“The United States Steel lie bateithin 
could have sold its entire output in the 
United States at the prices prevailing 
in the markets of Europe,’ he contin- 
ued, “and would still have made more 
than 8 per dentum upon its lawful 
capital, and that in the most unprofita- 
ble year of its existence. It seems to 
me that to assert in the light of this 
history that the United States Steel 


‘Corporation has need of any protection, 


is to invite the indignation of any 
right-thinking man. 

“If the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation needs no protection,” he said, “the 
independent companies cannot need 
the <«tles imposed by this bill. They 
amply cared for, if the pro- 
pened duties were divided in twain; but 


to be conservative, and yet to hold! senator 


in mind the interests of the consumers 
of these products, I shall, when these 
paragraphs are reached, propose 
amendments reducing the duties below 
those shown in.the report of the 
finance committee substantially 33 1-8 
per cent.” 


He Will Defend His Faith. 


Mr. Cummins scouted the idea that 
adherence to the wool schedule was 
necessary in order to maintain the pro- 
tective principle. He said he had been 
one Of the republicans who had fought 
for a revision of the tariff. g And I in- 
tend to defend my faith,” he continued, 

“with all the vigor of which I am capa- 
ble. The finance committee, composed 
of honorable, intelligent, bright-minded 
and experienced men, is still not the ark 
and the convenant of republican doc- 
trine. It is not the.only repository of re- 
publican faith.’ 

Not a single member of that committee 
had been among the republicans who had 
demanded a revision of the Dingley bill. 
They did not believe revision was nec- 
essary, and it was no wonder they should 
not now savor changes in duties. 

“Unlike the chairman of the commit- 
tee,’ he said, “I was born a republican. 
I came from a race of abolitionists who 
were republicans, not because of any 
industrial, commercial or financial con- 
sideration, but because they believed the 
republican party was more deeply de- 
voted to the cause of humanity.” 

Senator Beveridge joined Mr. Cummins 
in asking from the committee on finance 
an explanation of the fact that the duty 
on oil cloths had been doubled by mak- 
ing it apply to narrow widths. 

Mr. Flint, of the committee, replied 
that the answer would be made in due 
time, and added, that if members of the 
finance committee ‘had the ability of 
the senator from Indiana they would 
Sive the answer off-hand.”’ 

Better Answer Is Needed. 

‘We must have a better answer than 
that,” retorteqd Mr. Beveridge. ‘“‘There are 
three members of the finanée committee 
here. The senator from Iowa wants to 
know why this rate was raised !00 per 
cent. ‘and I think he has a right to 


know.” 
“ZL want to call the attention of the 


from Indiana to the fact that 
the duty on chloroform has been reduced 
50 per cent,’’ interposed Senator Nelson. 
amid general laughter. 

“It ts evident that that reduction has 
had no effect upon the senator from 
Indiana,’ said Mr. Flint. 

Mr, Smoot explained that the oil cloth 
duty had been put up to protect the 
American producers, but before he had 
commenced was -interrupted by Mr. 
Cummins, who said he did not care to 
give wag for a speech. 

Mr. Cummins stated he had special 
Opportunities for understanding the af- 
fairs of the American Steel and Wire 
Company. Mr. Owen inquired how he 
had acquired such special information. 
“T was attorney for the company,”’ re- 
plied the Iowan. 

Tart Reply td Scott. 

Mr. Scott inquired whether the senator 
received his fee as attorney in money or 
in stock. 

“If I had lived in West Virginia,” 
responded Mr. Cummins, “and had been 
surrounded with the influences prevalent 


there, I fear I would be ashamed to 
answer; but, ag I live in Iowa, where 


there is an honest atmosphere, I can 
reply that my pay was in cash, and I 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
Canital sto¢ék issued by that company.” 
Responding to a query by Mr. Depew, 
Mr. Cummins said that he had not ven- 
tured to look forward “to that disastrous 
day in which all the industries of the 
United States and of the world are con- 
centrated in a single hand or a single 
board of directors. When the day should 
dawn that a single man shal! direct the 
energies of the earth and contro] the 
fortunes of manjiind, so far as manu- 
facturers are concerned, there will still 
remain the lamp-posts and the common 
people after the law has falled, in order 
that the country may be rid of those 
monopolists whw coerce the world.”

New York, May 6.—The cotton market 
was-rather heavy today with prices 
gradually sagging and the close at a 
net deciine of 2@6 points. . 

The market opened steady at  un- 
changed prices to &n advance of 6 
points, on scattered covering and in 
response to better cables than expected. 
Selling on reports of rain in Texas was 
restricted at first by apprehensions of 
cold, wet weather in central and east- 
ern sections of the belt,before the end 
of the wek, and reports of a cyclone 
in Oklahoma. Many in the local] trade, 
however, did not consider farming oper- 
ations in Oklahoma were sufficiently ad- 
vanced to have suffered much damage 
from the climatic disturbance, which 
seemed to be centered around Ardmore, 
and when the official week § forecasts 
were received, showing a better out- 
look than originally expected, offerings 
increased and the market eased off to 
a net decline of about 3@7 points during 
the afternoon.

| TRADERS IN STOCKS 


WERE BADLY PUZZLED 


Uncertainty Caused Shrinkage 
of Business and Curtail- 
ment in Operations. 


New York, May 6.—The professional 
traders in stocks were puzzled to 
know what was going on in the mar- 
ket today under cover of the strik- 
ing movements In a number of stocks 
of the lower class. It was this un- 
certainty that prompted the curtail- 
ment of operations and the shrinkage 
in the volume of the market. Atten- 
tion was focused on the industrial 
stocks and sudden advances were made 
in a& great variety of these, some of 
which have not appeared in the tape 
records for a long time previously. 
Diversion of activity to this grade of 
stocks usually awakens supicion of the 
exhaustion of possibilities in the more 
substantial kinds, which have had 
their previous movement. The gener- 
al list, including the stocks of the 
more substantial class, was almost re- 
sponsive to the ris. in specialties and 
opinion in the board room was that 
realizing sales were going on in those 
stocks in continuation of the move- 
ment yesterday. The bulk of today’s 
business, nevertheless was done at a 
level of prices above last night, in con- 
trast with the positive depression 
caused by earlier operations. These 
advances were not marked at any time 
and there was a constant wavering in 
the price level, which reflected the 
uncertain tone of the speculation. The 
sharp rise in a miscellaneous lot of 
low priced stocks, most of them non- 
dividend payers, was unexplained by 
any authentic news, authough there 
were rumors which applied to some of 
the stocks affected. The rise had its 
inception in the group of metal indus- 
trials, including various companies 
making secondary use of steel, such 
as the railroad equipment companies 
and the copper, lead and smelting 
stocks. The definite developments of 
favorable character in the metal trades 
made the backbone of this movement 
and various rumors were added. The 
asking price of copper was advanced 
and some large sales of refined cop- 
per were reported made in the last 
few days. The forthcoming report of 
the Copper Producers Association, giv- 
ing April statistics, is expected to 
show the effects of trade expansion to 
an extent, according to’rumors, of an 
actual reduction of surplus stocks of 
copper during the month. The rise in 
price of light steel rails and the plac- 
ing of additional orders for heavy 
rails by the St. Paul gave color to 
reports of a coming uplift in prices of 
various steel products. Accounts by 
cable of a project for a world-wia 
combination of lead-producing inter- 
ests met with authoritive denials, but 
had their influence in the strength of 
stocks concerned. There were rumors 
also of a coming merger of the fer- 
tilizer companies and of an intended 
dividend increase of those stocks. ine 
violent advance in Western Maryland 
followed a yeport that the Pittsburg 
Terminal Company's coal properties 
had been taken over by that company. 
The movement in the low grade stocks 
was progressive, and a procession of 
them was brought forward one after 
the other. Throughout the demonstra- 
tive buying and bidding up of the 
non-dividend payers, none of the re- 
cent speculative favorites moved over 
a range as great as a point. London 
was a seller of stocks here and the 
labor situation in France engaged 
some attention for its possible finan- 
cial effects. Discounts were easier in 
London and Paris, in spite of the 
weaker condition of the Bank of Eng- 
land. Foreign exchange here was un- 
changed. A condition of great dull- 
ness existed in the time money market, 
owing to the holding off of lenders for 
the higher rates and the unwillingness 
of borrowers to pay them. Warmer 
weather in the west encouraged hopes 
of rapid growth of grain crops.
